LOOSENING UP WASHINGTON, April 30.—People are buy- 

_ ing again. Where they are getting the money 
is not quite clear, but they are certainly spending it. Their pur- 
chases of new cars, big and little department store products and 
even washing machines seem to be running higher: now than at any 
time during the last three years. 

This unexpected feature of the March-April business trend -is 
disclosed partially in the: monthly business chart. The chart shows 
that. during the last 60 days, department store sales have been 
apout 81 per cent of normal for this season of the year (normal 
being the 1923-25 averages). 

Such sales have not been so near to normal since the month of 


January, 1931, when“we started on the toboggan. 

PROOF If you dig into the subject, you will find that the freer 
spending tendency is not confined to the department 

stores. The way auto sales are holding up is considered semi- 

miraculous inside the industry. Production in the United States 


and Canada during March was around 452,000 cars, April about 
450,000 cars, and the May plans call for equaling April’s output. 


These cars are being sold, Sales for the first quarter were 
actually 64 per cent higher than last year. One of the largest com- 
panies had the best first quarter in five years and went into the 
second quarter with excess orders amounting to 74,500. ; 

Of course, only the cars selling for less than $1,000 are get- 
ting this big play. 


SCOPE The broader scope of fresh buying activity is probably 
best shown by a survey recently concluded in the Bu- 
reau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce. It investigated mail order 
and chain store sales in the small towns and discovered that, for 
the first quarter, these sales were 15 per cent larger than a year ago. 
The survey indicated the best gains were in the south. The im- 
provement was computed by geographical sections as follows: East 
up 12 per cent Over first quarter last year; south up 21 per cent; 
middle west up 15 per cent, and far west up 11 per cent. 
This means that the small-town folks and farmers are buying 
more, just as the city people are. It also proves the trend is na- 
tional and covers almost the entire field of light goods. 


CHART Aside from this factor, the general business figures are 

nothing to brag about. Industral production is running 
slightly behind its usual seasonal course. Factory employment and 
pay rolls have improved only slightly. Car loadings are behind; 
prices are at a new high, and building is far in the rear. 

You can see the relationship of these indices in the following 
chart, in which each figure represents the percentage of normal 
(1923-25 averages) at the periods specified:

The exact figure 
for that week was 80.3. 

But when you break down that figure, you will find that food 
prices were up to 85.3 and farm prices up to 81.8.

CHICAGO, April 30.—(4)—Pros- 
pects that little corn will be available 
for delivery on May contracts tomor- 
row led to tension and to price up- 
turns in the corn market today. 

The unsettled open interest in May 
corn here is notably larger than at 
any corresponding time during recent 
years, and scarcity of offerings today 
became very evident. As a_ result, 
previous speculative sellers of corn 
switched to the buying side, and there 
were late rallies of other grains owing 
more or less to reports of violent 
dust storms in Kansas and Saskat- 
chewan, 

Corn closed nervous, 1-8 off to 3-4 
up compared with yesterday’s finish, 
May 89 3-4 to 89 7-8, wheat 1-8 to 3-4 
down, May 98 7-8 to 99 1-8, oats at 
1-4 decline to 1-4 advance, and pro- 
visions varying from 10 cents setback 
to a rise of 2 cents. 

Haunted by fears of a possible tight 
squeeze in corn prices before the end 
of the coming month, grain trade in- 
terest focused chiefly today on what 
might develop tomorrow, the first de- 
livery day for May contracts. Liqui- 
dating of holdings of most grains took 
place early on the part of traders 
unwilling or yhable to accept tenders. 
This soon bp6ught about declines of a 
cent a bushel in wheat, and tempo- 
rarily eased corn. Afterward, however, 
offerings of May corm almost ceased, 
and the corn market tightened up in 
rather striking fashion. 

Wheat failed to overcome entirely 
its early decline. It was predicted that 
there would be a plenitude of wheat

NEW YORK, April 30.—(UP)— 
The stock market tonight had conclud- 
ed the most active month of 1935 with 
traders uncertain over immediate pros- 
pects. 

A delegate rail situation, nervous- 
ness over the silver question and un- 
certainty on the general business trend 
contributed to uneasiness. Few new 
commitments are being made. 


But the report for April gave some 
encouragement. Volume during the 
month totaled 22,408,575 shares, the 
best total since November, 1934. This 
accompanied a reduction in volume of 
bonds traded on the stock exchange 
—indicating to many that the move 
to switch from high-priced bonds into 
stocks is gaining. 

Stock prices during the month show- 
ed a good gain. Dow-Jones averages 
at the close today and the month's 
net gains were:

While the month found prices go- 
ing up. the current trend is disappoini- 
ing.

There was nothing new on the rail 
or silver situation and silver -still 
provides a major question mark. The 
silver devotees believe further rises 
in the price paid by the government 
will be forthcoming and interest in 
silver continues.

3 STEEL COMPANIES 
SHOW IMPROVEMENT 


NEW YORK, April 30.—(P)— 
Sharp improvement over the first 
three months of last year was indicat- 
ed by three steel companies reporting 
today for the first quarter of 1935. 

Although still some distance from 
the profit mark, United States Steel 
Corporation showed a sharp reduc- 
tion in the size of its total. deficit, 
from $12,035,818 in the preceding 
quarters to $3,975,206 in the quarter 
just closed. This compares with to- 
tal deficit of $8,791,370 in the first 
quarter of 1934. 

The 50-cent quarterly dividend on 
the preferred stock was maintained. 
Payments have been at this rate since 
January, 1933. when the dividend was 
cut from $1.75. 

The operating earnings for the first 
quarter amounted to $12,428,449 aft- 
er ordinary operating expenses but 
before interest and charges for de- 
pletion, depreciation and obsolescence. 
This compared with operating income 
of $3,761,716 in the final three months 
of 1934 and $6,578,731 for the first 
quarter last year. 

Reflecting in part the location of 
plants near automobile manufacur- 
ing centers, National Steel Corpora- 
tion and Inland Steel Company both 
scored wide gains in net over a year 
ago. 

National Steel's earnings in the first 
quarter of $3,367,632 equaled $1.56 
a share on the common stock com- 
pared with $1,642,328, or 76 cents a 
share in the like period last year.
